EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Cancel claims 2-5, and 36-39. 



Claim 74: line 2, delete "Alzheimer's disease,". 

Remark: The amendment is necessary to eliminate lack of antecedent basis because the 
subject matter in claims 2-5, and 36-39 are not recited in independent claims 1 and 35. 
Claim 74 is amended because the enablement for Alzheimer's disease is insufficient. 
Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Dennis Shelton on 3-29-02. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the previous rejections of 112/1^' and 2"^ 
paragraphs. Thus, with claims 2-5, 36-39, and 75-79 cancelled, pending claims 1, 6-35, 40-74 
are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is drawn to compounds of substituted 
tetrahydro-pyrido-[4,3-d]-pyrimidines, their pharmaceutical 
composition and methods of use. The closest prior art, 
Thomae et. al (GB 1,033,383), teaches compounds of tetra- 
hydro-pyrido-[4,3-d]-pyrimidine. However, the taught com- 
pounds do not have a side chain of -N-(CH2)2-N. Thus, said 
teaching only shows state of the art, as it does not provide 
motivation for one skilled in the art to modify the disclosed 
compounds in order to obtain those claimed herein. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
